HOW CORN IS UTILIZED 


Numero us Pro duct* Are Manufactured Fro m 
> 
the Rkw Materia!

In food production per acre, corn excels all other staple crops. 
In pounds 
of protein produced per acre it is exceeded only by soy beans and beans, says 
the United States dipartuuent of agriculture. 
The great stock feeding and 
dairy industries of the country are ImWed largely upon the corn crop,' as are 
also Important manufacturing Industries, such as starrh, glucose, corn oil, 
and related products, v arious food products, and alcoholic bev erages. 
Corn Is the great feed crop of the nation. Fed with legumes and grasses 
It Is nnequajf ' as an economical raw material for the production of meat, 
one butter. Because irs high starch and oil content mak e* it primarily a fat* 
producln 
feed, com Is of almost inestimable v alue in finishing stock for 
inaraet. 
The remark able dev elopment of the pork Industry in this country 
has h en due to the high feed v alue and abundant yields «>f the corn crop. 
Df all types of stock feeding, the pork Industry Is associated nioft closely 
with the corn crop. 
Of the 85 per cent of the crop consumed on the farm, all except a small* 
percentage milled for human food is used for stock feeding. 
The extent of 
the dependence of the feeding Industry. upon the com yields is Indicated by 
the fairly consistent relationship maintained between corn and liv e-stock 
prices. 
By far the greater port of the corn used in feeding is fed as ear 
corn, with the dry stalk s and blades used as roughage, either us pasturage in 
the field or as cut stov er,—To--a-d ess extent the grain Is fed in the form of 
shelled core, milled products, and v arious manufactured feedstuff« . 
Another 
form in which corn Is largely fed Is silage. 
Silage, at present, Is of more 
Importance to the dairy industry than to the stock -feeding industry, hut its 
Upe in fattening steers Is increasing nipidly. 
Its most extensiv e use Is found 
in the sections where dairying is n leading type of farming. 
W hile the silo 
has become a more or less familiar sight to almost ev ery section where corn 
is grown, It is used most extensiv ely in Wisconsin, Michigan, Indiana, Ohio, 
New York , and New England. 
It Is used also lurgely in other states of the 
corn belt and in the central Eastern states. 
Among the common commeal dishes eaten in the South are hoe-cak e, a 
mixture of cornmenl and water with or without suit, cook ed In a frying pan 
or griddle; corn bread or pone, made with the addition of bak ing powder or 
its equiv alent and bak ed in the ov en; griddle cak es, prepared from a thin 
hatter with the addition of a leav ening agent; egg or spoon bread, differing 
from ordinary corn bread in that 
e g g s are used; and com dumplings, usually 
cook ed with either meat or v egetables. 
Cornmenl Is used in puddings, waf­ 
fles, poultry dressing, meat, and fish dishes. 
In the North, where corn products are consumed to a less extent, the 
preference is usually giv <m to meal made from yellow corn, although the so- 
called hominy (grits) made from white corn is a common break fast cereal. 
Hasty puddin; 
(corn mush) and Johnny cak e (corresponding to the 
h o e- 
cak e of the South) hav e been made in New England households since colonial 
days. 
Indian pudding, a popular dessert prepared from cornmeal, milk , and 
eggs, has long been regarded as one of the necessary adjuncts to the New 
England Tluink sgiv in • dinner. 
Other forms in which corn Is consumed ure grits, consisting of the hard 
portions of the k ernels, hut not milled so finely as meal, eaten as a break fast 
cereal or as a side dish with m eats; hominy, the same us grits hut milled more 
coarsely; and lye hominy, or hulled corn, prepared from the whole giain after 
remov al of the hull with caustic soda. 
The latter products are usually eaten 
as dinner dishes and serv e lurgely to replace v egetables. 
Aside from its direct uses for stock food and for human food, corn is the 
raw material from which numerous products are manufactured. 
These prod­ 
ucts include articles both suitable and not suitable for food purposes.

Owners of hack yards In cities nnd 
towns are ask ed to do ev erything In 
their power to help the meat and egg 
supply by rnising small flock s of poul­ 
try in back yards. 
Fanners are re­ 
quested greatly to Increase their farm 
flock s of hens so that 100 on ev ery 
farm will he the av erage for the na­ 
tion. 
The following statement regarding 
the poultry needs Is tak en from the 
official agricultural program for 191S 
issued recently by the United States 
department of agriculture: 
“Poultry production should he In­ 
creased greatly, especially 
In back 
yards and on farms, where waste ma­ 
terial is av ailable and the purchase of 
expensiv e grains and other material Is 
not required. 
“Increased poultry production may 
be attained most economically by early 
hatching; by confining mother hens at 
least ten days after the chick s are 
hatched; by reducing losses on ac­ 
count of rats, weasels and thiev es, nnd 
from cold, damp conditions; by thor­ 
ough sanitation ; by discouraging the 
mark eting of early-hatched pullets as 
broilers; by eliminating non-producing 
hens and k eeping good layers through^ 
at least two laying season*; and by 
the poultryman raising his own feed 
as far as possible.”
